C patch.}] Two finger prints today 

furnished the last link in the chain 
of evidence which the police ‘say 
proves conclusively that Thomas 
Jennings, a paroled negro convict, was 
the burglar who murdered Clarence D. 
Hiller in his residence at No. 1837 West 
One Hundred and Fourth street early 
yesterday morning. 

According to Capt. M. P. Evans, 
head of the Bureau of Investigation, 
this is the first time in Chicago police 
history that a finger print formed di- 
rect evidence of the identification of 
an unknown murderer. The tell-tale 
finger trail was—left on a freshly 
painted step railing in the rear of the 
Hiller nome when the intruder climbed 
up to the high kitchen window to gain 
entrance to the house. 

The comparison of the marks on the 
plece of railing and impressions of the 
negro’s finger prints was made by Wil- 
lam Evans, the finger-print expert of 
the bureau. 

After working for hours over photo- 
graphs, which were exceedingly hard 
to make, because of the light yellow 
paint background, he succeeded in get- 
ting prints, which, under the micros- 
cope, demonstrated, beyond a doubt, 
that the marks on the wood were those 
of the negro accused of the crime.

They extinguished the blaze 
with little effort, as it was. still in 
the papers and had not been com- 
municated te the wood. 
The saloon men were in time to see 
the fire-bug run away. They were 
able to see his features by the light 
of the blaze. and his description has 
been given to the authorities. An ef- 
fort was made yesterday to apprehend 
him, without avail. 
Owing to the attempts at dynamit- 
ing and incendiarism. the block is now 
being closely watched by the authori-

VISITOR TELLS HOW JAILS ARE 
KEPT FULL.

Mothers Severely Arraigned by Se- 
attie’s Chief of Police, Who Credits 
Them With Major Responsibility for 
Children’s Wrongdoing—Says “Big 
Criminal” Is of the Past. 


Chief of Police Charles W. Wappen- 
stein, “the man who cleaned up Seat- 
tle,” arrived at the Lankershim yes- 
terday. 

The Seattle Chief bears an enviable 
reputation. Before he was appointed 
to his present office, he was a Pinker- 
ton detective. Many of the cases on 
which he was detailed took him to the 
frontier of Arizona, Texas and other 
western States, where he had thrilling 
encounters and became known 4s @ 
“gun man.” 

When the edict was issued about two 
years ago to clear Seattle of its crim- 
inal element, Chief Wappenstein was 
looked upon as the man to secure the 
desired end. How well he worked is 
shown by the fact that there have been 
no big crimes_in the northern city since 


that time. 

“Our chief offenders, the ones who 
keep the prisons @lled and the courts 
working overtime, are the young men 
and boys who go wrong,” said Chief 
Wappenstein yesterday. “Nearly all of 
our burglaries, our hold-ups, petty 
thieving and other forms of crime are 
committed by men under 25."’ 

“The cause, if you ask me, is the in- 
difference of the parents in bringing up 
their children. And the mothers are 
more to blame than the fathers. Why, 
just recently I had a case which il- 
lustrates my point. A boy not more 
than 17 was caught at petty larceny. 
Rather than send him directly to pris- 
on, I decided to take the case in hand 
myself. 

“I went to see the mother of the 
boy. She was entertaining at bridge 
and tea. Would she do anything? Not 
if she could help it. ‘Tell the boy’s 
father about it,’ she said, and went on 
as unconcernediy as though her son 
had been a model of propriety. 

“Boys and girls are allowed too much 
freedom. They are allowed to roam the 
streets alone at night. They are not 
asked to give an account of the com- 
pany they keep. The dance hall, mav- 
ing picture show, saloon and bad com- 
panions come into their lives and it is

LABOR UNIONS 
ARE HIT HARD.

Gas Convention ‘A pplauds the 
- Anti-Boss Stand, 


Causcless Strikes the Only 
Blot on Year, 


— — 


Keen Addresses ‘Are Made by 
Corporation Men, 


Vigorously urging that the great 
public service corporations of the 
Coast should ally themselves with 
those opposing the labor-union abuses 
of industry, Walter B. Cline, presi- 
dent of the Pacific Coast Gas Asso- 
ciation, voiced the sentiment of that 
body in his address of welecéme to the 
delegates to their eighteenth annual 
convention, which opened in the Audl- 
torium yesterday. 

In a general resumé of the gas In- 
dustry, Mr, Cline referred to the at- 
tempted crippling, by causeless strikes, 
of the iron industries and those de- 
pendent upon them as the one draw- 
back to an otherwise successful and 
prosperous year for the gas makers. 

“There seems to be no reason for 
them,” said Mr. Cline, “except a gen- 
eral discontent and desire to extend 
the domination of the unions. This 
is @ matter which seriously affects 
the gas industry, not only through its 
direct effects, but also on account of 
the general hard times it brings to 
every industry. I hope the iron foun- 
drymen will stand firm in their re- 
sistance to the demands of the union, 
and I believe that we, as gas men, 
should render them every assistance 
in supp ing the agitation. One suc- 
cessful st#ike merely leads to another, 
and one concession granted to organ- 
ized labor merely means another de- 
mand—until they reach beyond ail 
son.” 

FOR STATE CONTROL. 

Elsewhere in his address, which was 
warmly applauded by the association, 
Mr. Cline spoke of the great and 
growing significance to the Coast of 
the gas industries. He urged the ¢s- 
tablishing of a State Board of Pubile 
Utilities for their control, saying that 
experience has demonstrated 
local boards are not qualified, by rea- 
son of corporation prejudice, to fiz 
rates upon public services. “Corpot@e 
dion baiting.” he said, “has become 
too popular to be resisted by petty 
politicians.” 

William Schade, city Gas Inspector, 
spoke warmly in defense of the munt- 
cipal inepection of gas meters, 
only for the sake of the pubile 
for the sake of the corporations them- 
selves. The people are like chilérem, 
he said; they trust their governing 
Officials, but they have a chronic 
picion of gas companies. He 
a pathetic picture of the m old 
troubles of the much maligned gas 
meter, supposedly acing against 
time whether in the presence or ab- 
sence of its users, the target for pro- 
fane abuse, furreptitious tinkering, 
misuse and general opprobrium.

Now, almost evé@éryone has seen 


to Barnum & Bailey's show, saw 
fifteen performing elephants at one 
time, in each ring. They  per- 
formed «0 many human-like stunts 
that they were a source of genuine 
wonder, and were applauded as if they 
were human performers. For instance, 
fiVe young women entered the ring. 


each wearing an opera cape and carry- 


ing a staf’ of belis, while each ele- 
phant wore a string of bells around 


each of his front feet. The women 


lined up across the ring, with their 
backs to the elephants, when the great 
beasts walked forward and each gal- 
lantiy removed the cape from the 
shoulders of a lady and handed it to 
an attendant. 
the women then accompanied the 
band with the bells, tn good time, one 
of the elephants doing a double-time 
stunt. Then the women and eacn ele- 
phant were given brass horns, the lat- 
ter being fastened so the beast could 
reach the mouth-plece with his 
trunk; each held out his left front 
foot for a step, and as one of’ the 
women mounted she was boosted to 
her place on the back of the elephant, 
when they played a tune on the brass 
horns.

tion of affairs and not a foment of agitation. The 
good roads work has been slow, so the experts say, 
because the Supervisors, the Highway Commission, 
the Advisory Committee and the politically ambi- 
tious busybodies have been watching each other so 
closely that none of them could attend properly to 
their own business. Who has injected this spirit 
into the business affairs of Los Angeles? 

The Highway Commissioners refuse to resign be- 
cause the report of the commission does not convict 
them of anything more fhan moving in the general 
tide of events instead of cutting loose and doing 
things. They maintain that they have done as well 
as any one else could have done—and not that they 
have done the best possible for the county of Los 
Angeles. They protest that it has been impossible 
to move faster, hampered as they claim -to have 
been by their relations to other branches of gov- 
ernment, official and quasi-official organizations.. 

The Times still maintains that we should have 
more than the fifty miles of completed roads which 
we have at present. 
for more attention to business and less considera- 
tion of politics. And it calls attention to the peril 
of entangling county and city government with a 
multitude of complicated commissions and advisory 
boards and committees and leagues which so cumber 
us with machinery that we move in circles instead 
of straight toward the goal. 


ONSOLIDATION. 
Commendation comes from the north of the 
Los Angeles proposal to create a conaplidated city 
and county government. “It would be a corker,” 
remiarks the San Francisco Chronicle, because it 
weuld be the biggest city on earth. It notes th 
the area of Greater Los Angeles on the plan p 
posed would be 4202 square miles. This is nearly 
100 times as large as San Francisco and six times 
as big as Greater London, which covers 693 square 
miles. .The Chronicle observes that it appears that 
| nothing short of being the biggest city in the world 
will satisfy Los Angeles and it commends our am- 
bition. It suggests that possibly we may contem- 
plate the excision of two or three thousand square 
miles, which can be presented to adjoining counties. 
By consolidating what remains this would still be 
the biggest city on earth, but there is no reason 
why we shouldn’t take in everything now in the 
county. 

We have urged county codperation in the estab- 
lishment of a simple, direct, efficient and economical 
county government and the Chronicle considers it 
would be a good thing if the proposal were carried 
out. It declares that it would not only lay a new 
and tremendous foundation for the Los Angeles 
boosters to stand on, but “it would make for econ- 
omy and efficiency of government,” almost our own 
words. Finally, it says: “The proposed consolida- 
tion would be a good thing for Los Angeles, a good 
i or the annexed [which is the wrong word 
ry and a good thing for the State.

Thus Charles M. Schwab, former president 
of the United States Steel Corporation, described 
San Francisco, and for that reason he asserted that 
the northern city had no chance to secure the con- 
tract for constructing a modern navy for China. 

This statement should strengthen the movement 
to disunionize San Francisco. If that city, instead 
of being ridden by labor bosses, had been in a po- 
sition to say to Schwab, “we are industrially free, 
like Los Angeles,” it would undoubtedly have been 
able to make a bold bid for a contract which now 
will go to some eastern yard. This contract is 
nothing less than the building of a navy for the , 
Celestial empire which will be on a par with many 
of the best fleets in the world. 

The San Francisco newspapers were so certain 
that this plum was to go to their city that they in- 
dulged in day dreams about the millions to be spent 
in the purchase of supplies and for the living ex- 
penses of the thousands of workmen who would be 
needed to turn out the gigantic order from across 
the Pacific. Some northerners even went so far as 
te lament that they didn’t get the order before the 
census was taken, so that the population might have 
been boosted by the army of shipyard workers. 

Then Schwab came along and punched a hole in 
the castles in Spain. “San Francisco is obsessed 
with unionism and the local plant will not be con- 
sidered in the event of the securing of a contract 
for the warships.” That was his announcement, 
and it hurt; you bet it hurt.

_long-felt want.” And San Francisco is mightily in- 


terested. “This is the natural place to build a Chi- 
nese navy,” the newspapers exclaim, “because we're 
only just across the way from China and we have a 
fine Union Iron Works here and all the facilities.” 
“But you are obsessed with unionism,” again says 
Schwab, and San. Francisco’s hopes are killed, 
nipped in the bud. Thus it will be till the city 
comes to its senses, as it gives signs of doing now. 


HO IS TO BLAME? 

The question refers to the great problem of 
race suicide, brought again to the front by the 
startling remarks at Montreal of the noted English 
Jesuit, Father Vaughan. Now that women are com- 
ing so much to the fore, and are developing aptness 
in public discussion, for which opportunity was 
denied them until recently, changes are noted even 
in such things as excuses. The old male explana- 
tion, “the woman tempted me,” is giving place to 
the revised version, “the man is to blame.” 

Mrs. Ida Husted Harper uses the latter in reply- 
ing to’ Father Vaughan. She intimates that the 
distinguished Jesuit, while he may have clothed his 
thoughts in snappy words, didn’t say anything 
new, in fact, simply uttered afresh “that to which 
women have been compelled to listen for genera-

Notwithstanding that Mrs. Harper's reply is ma- 
terially lacking in proofs and contains statements 
easily disposed of, it is essentially feminine and 
piquant. For this reason one can overlook the fact 
that she entirely avoids the problem as originally 
propounded by her clerical opponent.

EPUBLICAN CONTROL OF SENATE. 
The Democratic landslide in Maine has 
prompted the New York Sun to overhaul the United 
States Senate list and inquire whether there is 
danger of the Republicans losing control of that 
body in the Sixty-second Congress, which will meet 
in December, 1911. It figures that even under the 
worst extremes the Democrata will be two short of 
a bare majority when the next Congress convenes. 
That, it observes, would be altogether too close for 
the comfort of the Republicans, “and a survey of 
the field of conflict should spur them to united and 
constant effort until election day to avert such an 
obviously impracticable situation.” 

What does this “survey of the field of conflict” 
indicate? The Senate now stands: Republicans, 
fifty-eight; Democrats, thirty-four; so that to ob- 
tain a majority of one the Democrats would have 
to gain thirteen seats. The Sun assumes that Hon. 
Eugene Hale will be succeeded by a Democrat and 
then discusses the question, What prospect has the 
Democratic party of carrying twelve more legisla- 
tures in States where the successor of a Republi- 
can Senator is to be elected at the next session? 

The terms of twenty-nine Senators will end on 
March 8, 1911. Five of the Senators are Demo- 
crats, and it is safe to say that two will be re- 
elected, while three will be succeeded by men of 
their own party. Now we have to consider the po- 
sition of the twenty-four Republicans whose terms 
will end March 3. The Democrats are certain to 
replace Hale, and the New York paper thinks they 
have.a fighting chance, or better, to carry the leg- 
islatures of Delaware, Indiana, Missouri, Montana, 
Nebraska and Nevada. In what other States may 
they indulge in expectations of success? Not in 
California, certainly, where the Sun is convinced 
that a Republican wil! succeed Hon. Frank’P. Flint. 
On account of the conditions prevailing and also 
on account of the normal Republican majorities, it 
also strikes from the list Connecticut, Massachu- 
setts, Michigan, Minnesota, North Dakota, Pennsyl- 
vania, Rhode Island,. Utah, Vermont, Washington, 
Wisconsin and Wyoming. Republicans are certain 
to succeed in all. those States. There remain New 
Jersey, New York, Ohio and West Virginia. The 
Democrats in those four States are hoping for land- 
slides that will give them the legislatures and ad- 
ditional United States Senators. In the. event’ of

the fruition of that hope, and allowing the Demo- 
crats six Senators in the States previously referred 
to where their prospects are at least flattering, the 
Sun shows they would still be a couple short of a 
majority. 


IRMEN AS SCOUTS. 

No nations are at war, yet the newspapers 
of two continents are full of reports of conflicts. 
The fights are sham battles incident to the fall 
‘maneuvers. At Atascadero the National Guards- 
men of California, New Mexico and Arizona are 
kept busy learning the art of battle. There all the 
teaching is confined to the earth, but in England, 
where the army maneuvers started last Monday, 
air scouts are being used. Following the lead of 
the Fren h, aéroplanes are being employed for re- 
connoitering and dispatch carrying. 

The Britishers have taken up this innovation in 
a modest way; they have only two air scouts, one 
with each army. The fact, however, that they have 
a couple of birdmen is an indication that prejudice 
against heavier than air machines has been put 
aside by the War Office.

That country appointed 
a commission of naval experts to study the question. 
The details of the report are kept secret, so that 
foreign governments may not obtain possession of 
them, but it is known that the commission has sug- 
gested the creation and equipment of an aérial fleet 
for service in naval warfare. 

A question which will have to be seriously con- 
sidered is how to man this fleet. More than one 
medical authority has stated that the nerve strain 
of frequent flying is so great that a man can only 
stay in the business a very short time. To illus- 
trate this point it is observed that our old friend, 
M. Paulhan, has retired from active flying in public, 
that Bleriot has given up all except experimental 
flying, that Farman only takes a flutter when he 
wishes to try newly-designed machines, and that 
the Wright brothers and other pioneers in aéro- 
nautica are rarely seen aloft now.

AT REDONDO BEACH. 


Function at Seaside Town Attend- 
ed by Los Angeles Orators, Was 
a Pronounced Success—R. J. Bur- 
dette, a Brilliant Toastmaster, and 
Many Good Speeches. 


REDONDO BEACH, Sept. 20.—More 
than 200 guests, many of whom were 
ladies, were present at Hotel Redon- 
do this-evening at the third annual 
banquet of the Redondo Beach Cham- 
ber of Commerce.

Here 
were seated Robert J. Burdette, the 
toastmaster, and the speakers; C. H.

White, Motley H. Flint and Frank G. 
Tyrell. 
During the banquet a resolution was 
unanimously passed pledging the co- 
operation of the Redondo Beach Cham- 
ber of Commerce with the Los Angeles 
organization in any movement looking 
to increasing the popularity, proper- 
ity and welfare of Southern Califor- 
nia, and authorizing the president to 
appoint delegates to the proposed con- 
ference of civic bodies for this pur- 

THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 
In his annual address, President C. 
H. Burnett spoke of the agreement 
whereby the Gould system will make 
this harbor its tidewater terminal.
